Freight trains which enter Zéhony are pushed into the transfer 
yard (rakedo csa:nok).

Other goods are transferred by iieans of cranes orelevatorse Changes 
fron standaid into broad gau;e are also handled in whe transfer 
yard, when Llocouotives, boxcars, ctc. have to run from unary 

to the Sovict Union, as in the case of reparaticns shipments of 
railway equipment. Chanzjes are rade on the ITiI. and {[V. tracks. 
Each car or locomotive to be turned over to the Soviets brinss with 
itself the conplete wheel ejulpment from the Hunsartan factories. 
Arrived at Zahony the whole axlo,complete with wheels,is chanced 

as a unit to bread gauge. In this operation the cars and 
locomotives are lifted by crancs anc the vehicle, with the newly 
attached * broadezgauge axles, is lowered on to a turntable, which 
carries the vehicle onto thc ' broadegauge track. These chanr:es 

are being directca by nussian specialists. Chansing of a car 

takes about three hours, a locomotive about six-eicht hours. 
Therefore, if cars or shipments come from the Soviet tnion, 

where thelr reloading is too complicated, the Soviet cars set 
liungarian axles tc continue their run_on the Wunsarian railroad 
system to their destination. four trains datig@5X1X

Conversion of the Hunr-arian railroad system to Soviet broad= 
gauge tracks is not contemplated, for switching t echnical 
alia broad=aure is now being built into the stretch from 
4ahcny to TiszabezGed, so that three lines will run parallel 
to each other. The fill ig couplete and laying of rails began 
in November, 


The line Budapest (vast Railway statios)ilasyié ta-Szolnok is 

not yet rebuilt ag a tivoetrack line. ‘ine substructure was put 
in order to Gy$ard and presently cork vill begin at ilagykata. 
The second track between Szolnuk and PiapSkladdny is still 

not in usee Traffic on the line to Zdhony 1s not heavy and 
Was, °n general, not more than 50 percent of the maximum 

time table. The trains follow each other in an interval 

of two hours,
